Inimical legislation 
on the part of England drove one after 
another of the great mill owners out nt 
business, to emigration or poverty. Be- 
fore the union, Irish industries were pro- 
tected and fostered by the Irish Parlia- 
ment. 
The country vraw prosperous, if 


discontented. After the 
union, foreign 


competiton came in and silenced tlie 
mills and factories. Whatever it may 
have done for other countries, or however 
wise it rrmv be to remove the protective 
tariff in the I'nitod States, 
Ireland 


stands to-day a terrible example of the 
workings of freu trade.

UNION DEPOT PLANS. 


The Proposed Structure Suggested 


by the Illinois Central Road 


for Decatur. 


While in Chicago the e'arly part of the 


week Commissioner Jason Rogers called 
at the general offices of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad company to have something 
more to say about the new Union depot 
BO badly needed at Decatur. He had the 
good fortune to meet General Manager 
Jeffrey, and tbe 
encouragement 
an- 


nounced some months ago was renewed 
with assurances that ground would be 
broken early in the spring, the sti ucture 
to be built on the Central nght of wa) 
west of the Central and south of the 
Wabasb tracks, with entrance from the 
city side of the tracks, so that all possi- 
bility of accidents and delay in reaching 
trains may be avoided. Mr. Kogers was 
informed by Manager Jeffrey that the 
plans for Decatur's new Union depot had 
been drawn, but had not yet been accept- 
ed or finally adopted 
Mr Kogers has 


just received the plans and they were 
examined in the REPUBLICAN eanctnm to- 
day by a number of citizens, including 
Col D. H. Conklm, of the Terre Haute 
& Peona railway D. C. Shockley Rev 
W. H Prestle), Silas Packard, T W 
Hames and others. 


The proposed depot is to be a one 


story structure of brick, iron and wood 
with a tower in the northeast corner two 
stones high, 20 feet in diameter, and 86 
feet high to the ton of the pinnacle The 
first floor of the tower IB designed for i 
ticket oflice with ticket windows opening 
into the two waiting looms
